The foundation of Riverside’s pros- 
perity was and is the navel orange, 
to which it has just claims as the

OLD FLAG 
SHOWN AT 
FARMINGTON 


Thirteen-Striped Banner 
Made 150 Years Ago on 
Display 


PARMINGTON (N. M.) March 12.— 
An American flag 150 yards old, and 
marked with only thirteen stars, and 
thirteen stripes, is on display here 
in a downtown store window con- 
taining exhibite gathered by the 
Study Club of Farmington. 

The aged banner Was presented to 
® local school by Stephen J. Pace, 
R. H. McJunkin and M. C. Picken, 
the only surviving members of Lin- 
coln Post No. 13 of the Grand Army 
of the Republic, which recently dis- 
banded here. The post received the 
flag in 1890 from Silas Maupin, who 
traded 69 worth of goods for it in 
1848, when he was conducting a store 
in Old Mexico. 

Tt is apparent that the banner was 
made under the provisions of the 
Act of June 14, 1777, and before tie 
admission of Vermont to Statehood. 
Inasmuch as the American flag con- 
tained fifteen stars and fifteen stripes 
after the admission of Vermont and 
| Kentucky, and until the Act of April 
4, 118. it is reasonable to believe 
that the old flag on display here was 
t--y some time between 1777 and 

1794 and is, therefore, practically 150 
years old. 

Only two flags of similar design are 
known to be in existence, one being 
in Washington, D. C., the other in 
Philadelphia.

It can be readily seen, then, what 
vast field of work awaits 
fornia. 

From the purely esthetic side of 
the botanic gardens the vision is 
even greater. Los Angeles has at 
her command some of the great- 
est scientists and artists in the 
world to act In advisory capaci- 
ties. Buildings could be erected 


to house the offices, libraries and — 


herbariums of the truly pictur- 
esque Californian type. Around 
them would be lawns shaded with 
specimen trees from all over the 
world, and bordered with beds of 
brilliant subtropical shrubs and 
flowers. Above thickets of fra 
grant foliage with a tropical ef- 
fect of palms, bamboos, bananas 
and tree ferns would be the bill- 
side terraces of an aboretum rtv- 
alling Babylon's hanging gardens. 

Another spectacular feature 
would be the regional gardens. 
In those of China one would wan- 
der among the camphor groves 
and see all the plants peculiar to 
the celestial kingdam. In that of 
Australasia the splendor of the 
eucalyptus forests, and of India 
dream among the deodars and 
giant bamboos. California alone 
can achieve the flora of the world 
in a single canyon! 


Memorial to Posterity 

That is what such gardens 
would mean for Los Angeles. 
Time may obliterate her commer- 
cial buildings and the homes of 
plutocrats; but the beauty of the 
gardens will remain. Down in 
Ol4 Mexico the pomp and cir- 
cumstance of the Emperor Mocte- 
zuma has passed away—but the 
romance of the ancient cypresses 
about whith he created his gar- 
dens stand as a memorial to his 
greatness. In this age of swift 
change and passing fancies, we 
may not be able to create a Shall. 
mar—a garden of immortal. love 
—but we can make a garden of 
rare beauty and of inestimable 
economic value. It should then 
be the pleasure and duty of all 
Californian€ to foster the seeds 
of a botanic foundation which 
are ready to be sown in her 
midst. For assuredly from those 
grains will spring such a tree in 
whose branches shall shelter all 
the birds of the earth; whose 
blossoms shall gladden the hearts 
of the generations te come; and 
whose fruit will be of benefit to 
all mankind. 

It is satisfactory to know that 
an area hag been provided in 
Mandeville Canyon, near Los An- 
geleer which climatically is bo 
taniecally perfect. It has been 
financed for its initial develop- 
ment and it now remains for the 
residents of Califdrnia to support 
this botanic foundation with their 
sympathy.

Hidden in Cotton Bales 
Not long ago, an oriental smug- 
gier in Mexico concealed a half 
dozen of his countrymen in & 
truckload of cotton bales. It was 
his plan to run his contraband 
into this country by way of the 
hills, where he thought his 
chances of discovery would be 
slight. Unfortunately for him, he 
reckoned without the border pa- 
trol. A member of that organiza- 


pectedly and stopped the truck, 


Putting the lot under arrest, the 
officer climbed aboard and or- 
dered the smuggler to drive for 
the nearest patrol station. Sul- 
lenly the oriental obeyed. Amidst 
the chattering of the frightened 
foreigners and the muttering of 
the angry bootlegger, the truck 
proceeded on its way. Presently 
a sharp turn in the road appeared. 
From its edge, a precipice 
dropped a sheer hundred feet into 
the valley below.

stance, a Chinese from some in- 
land provines of the Flowery 
Kingdom wants to enter Southern 
California. After a long, perilous 
journey to Mexico, probably in 
the hold of some foreign freighter, 
he must be transported to the 
line. There he is housed and fed, 
and kept in hiding until an oppor- 
tunity to cross presents itself. 
When that time arrives, he must 
be kept out of sight of the border 
patrol, for members of that organi- 
zation have a way of turming up 
at the most unexpected of places.

Care of the Child 
Bacterial Vaccines 


Although much has been said pro and con 
on the subject of vaccine injections, yet the 
technical aspect of vaccinia is little under- 
stood by the laity. 

From the Handbook of Useful Drugs, pub- 
lished by the Amerian Medical Association; 
for the benefit of the medical fraternity, I 
quote: “Bacterial vaccines are emulsions 
of bacteria in physiologic salt solutions. 
Cresol is usually added as a preservative.” 

This is one part of their definition. But 
here let me intersperse a statement or two 
as to cresol, the preservative. 

From this same book, the Handbook of 
Useful Drugs, I quote: “Cresol is an active 
poison resembling phenol in its effect. Its 
germicidal power is approximately four 
times as great as that of phenol.” 

For the information of those who do not 
know chemistry permit me to say that 
phenol and carbolic acid are one and the 
same. 

Now to go back to the technical definition 
of vaccine. “Bacterial vaccines are used to 
secure the production of an active immunity. 
Great care and skill are necessary for their 
proper use and no definite statement as to 
dosage, et. can be given. The use of most 
of these vaccines is in the experimental 
stage.” | 

There is more to the definition buat you

you as to your acceptance or rejection of 
these so-called remedies.

Perepiration 

Few people perspire sufficiently. It is 
littie realized that perspiration, especially 
active perspiration induced ty physical ex- 
ercise or labor, is Nature’s best method ~ 
maintaining good skin action.

Passive Perspiration 


The perspiration produced from sweat 
cabinets, Turkish cabinets, hot baths and 
similar passive means does not contain the 
amount of skin excreta that is contained in 
the perspiration discharged as the by-prod- 
uct of active labor.

Through the years, merchants have ven- 
tured into unknown parts, occasionally dar- 
ing to gamble on expeditions carrying their 
wares into umcharted seas. The islands 
were at that time, according to seamen, 
very mysterious. Many a good seaman 
swore that he had sailed over the place 
where they should have been. And all 
agreed that the islands could appear or dis- 
appear as they wished. Nevertheless, they 
are now firmly located as being just below 
the equator and directly west of Ecuador, 
and surrounded by the Pactfic Ocean reach- 
ing in that vicinity a depth of seven thou 


sand feet. 


The first of those expeditions to attempt 
reaching the Galapagos was ventured in the 
year 1708. Bristol merchantmen financed 
two ships under the leadership of Woodes 
Roger. The vessels were captained by Ste 
phen Curtney and Thomas Dover, the latter 
being also a doctor by profession. They 
reached the islands after a year’s sailing, 
having to round Cape Horn. The 
sailing vessels were slow, communication 
difficult: lack of living facilities and unrell- 
able navigation charts resulted in the faifl- 
ure of the expedition. But the world has 
benefitted through the experience of the 
crew in that they met and rescued Alex- 
ander Selkirk about whom Defoe wrote 
“Robinson Crusoe.” Selkirk had been de- 
serted by his captain, Dampier, and history 
has the log of events as they happened to 
the captain who refused to allow Selkirk

He sailed into Post Office Bay a iittle 
more than a hundred years ago, looking for 
the Britons. The only sign of inhabitants 
on shore was an empty corn beef barrel 
rigged up on the shore. This barrel was the 
postoffice of the whaling fleet. The bay 
derives its name from the peculiar letter 
box which can be seen to this day stand- 
ing tn the same place on the shore that it 
occupied in the days of the pirates. 


Porter’s first step was to relieve the post 
office of its mail. Upon opening the letters 
left by the whaling fleet he learned of the 
whereabouts of the ships. Then, hiding his 
frigate, the Essex, he waited for the English- 
men to stop at their postoffice. One by one 
as they arrived he captured the twenty 
whalers; and one by one he used his crew 
from the first mate down as captains of 
each new acquisition. More ships were cap- 
tured than Porter had men. As a last re- 
sort his mess-boy was used as chief of the

Americans in later years have a 
good reason for remembering this same 
mess boy. He became the first commanding 
admiral of the United States Navy—his 
name was David Farragut. 


Porter with his newly acquired fleet com- 
pleted his mission for the Americans. Very 
few, if any, Englishmen were left on the 
Pacific. 

The passing centuries have seen many 
an old sea rover and adventurer who have 
at different times called the Galapagos 
home~seen them as they fought over stolen 
treasure, thus the civilized world has 
shunned this place, even to this the twenti- 
eth century. In recent decades the charac- 
ter of the adventurers underwent a change. 
Instead of pirates one hears of men comb- 
ing the island for buried treasure which may 
have been left by the sturdy old robbers of 
the high seas. One of the seekers was suc- 
cessful. Capt. Smith of the San Francisco 


son, an Englishman, had spent the last fifty 
years of his life, seeking vainly for buried 
wealth; only to die last year, unsatisfied 
and broken. The old gold was gone: treas- 
ure, pirates and sea rovers passed with the 
ages. 

Then came a modern idea of business 
men; the development of the vast natural 
resources untouched through the world's 
progress. 

August F. Christensen was the father of 
this idea. He has been the Ecuadorian Con: 
sul for Norway for eight years and came’ 
to realize the possibilities of the islands dur- 
ing his administration. The government of 
Ecuador welcomed with promises of assist- 
ance his proposal to colonize the islands 
with Norwegians. Contracts and rights of 
concessions were drawn. The Royal De- 
partment of Foreign Affairs in Norway was 
eventually notified that Christensen had ob- 
tained the sole rights to whaling in the Gal- 
apagos free of charges for fifteen years and 
preferred rights for a further period of fif- 
teen years, and was also granted a monop- 
oly on the coal and oil supply handling in 
the Galapagos free of charges. Other in- 
dustry was made subject to a 5 per cent gov- 
ernment revenue on net earnings. 

On August 10, 1926, the expedition from 
Norway arrived in Post Office Bay, very much 
as did David Porter a hundred years ago. 
The land was still the same. No changes 
marked the passing of the years. The bay,

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California Beats the World Growing Seed 


NIONS, carrots, beets, peas, 

beans and limas! So many 

each. The annual argument about 
parsnips. The momentous question of to- 
mato seeds versus tomato plants. Mr. and 
Mrs. Gardener poring over their favorite 
seed catalogue. 

A cross-section of a great number of 
American homes, taken at this time of 
year, would show something like that. Es- 
pecially if it were taken early in the eve- 
ning, when the more urgent tasks of the 
day have been finished and a period of re- 
laxation affords the leisure for such pleas- 
ant labors as planning a garden. 


Back of the color, the pictures, the text 
of the catalogue, lie the patient labor, the 
endless experimentation of hundreds of 
men. Back of it lies all that goes to make 
up the promising new American industry 
of seed-growing, an industry that is attract- 
ing the eyes of Europe, an industry that is 
adding greatly to California's prestige. 

Before the war, the center of seed pro- 
duction was Europe. The United States, 
particularly California, produced seeds in 
some quantities, but seedsmen lacked con- 
fidence in our wares. Perhaps we are a 
nation of opportunists, as some assert. 
Why shouldn't we be? At any rate, if 
seeds were to be raised, and they were 
sadly needed, it was up to the United 
States to do it. When that proposition 
was boiled down, it meant that California 
had to do it, for the bulk of seed produc- 
tion was from this State, with few excep- 
tions. The result was that California did 
grow the seeds—and it was not only for 
the emergency of the war. On the basis 
of quality she has been able to hold her 
own against renewed competition and to 
day is exporting*a large amount of seed. 


EXACTING BUSINESS 


Seed-growing is a very intensive form 
of horticulture and, compared with other 
agricultural developments in America is 
small. Compare it, however, to the same 
business in Europe and it assumes mach 
larger proportions. 
requires a thorough and special knowledge, 
organization, and system. To bréed stock 
seeds, to arrange biennial crops, select 
and develop fine strains, means study, ap 
plication, patience, experience and expert- 
mentation. Every crop requires special 
methods and practices. The land must 
be prepared properly, at the right time, in 
a sufficiently isolated spot to prevent cross- 
pollination through wind and insects. 


The average American wants to get 
quick results from his work. He does not 
take kindly to a task over which he may 
have to labor three or four years before 
the reward is in sight. Yet, if there were 
not men who were willing to so apply their 
time and skill, we would never have a new 
variety of fruit, vegetable or flower; never 
have an improvement on an old form. We 
would still be buying strings with our 
beans. 


With all the admitted advantages, seed- 
growing in this State is not the easiest 
thing in the world. It requires constant 
vigilance, for this <limate is particularly 
prone to change the character of a plant. 
Onions grown too long in California lose 
their keeping quality. Carrots and rad. 
ishes run to size and -coarseneés. Beets 
not only grow out of range in bulb and 
leaf, but lose their color and flavor. 

Maintaining the quality and the quantity 
is the seed-grower'’s problem, and often, 
his secret. The most important work in 
connection with the entire business is done 
in the trial grounds. This endless effort 
has met its reward and proved its value 
already, for it is wholly upon superiority 
of product that thesCalifornia seed holds 
its own in the world markets. 

This is a very long State, geographically 
speaking, and offers a wide range of cli- 
matic conditions, soils and elevations. It 
is possible to regulate the water supply 
during the maturing season and to have 
a rain-free harvest. The result is a seed of 
the finest appearance and greatest germi- 
nation. 

It isn’t a matter, entirely, of growing the 
seed. The fact that we can harvest and 
dry the seeds in the sun is of enormous ad- 
vantage. European gardeners are exceed- 
ingly skillful and painstaking, but rain 
moistens their crop before & is dry, force. 
ing them to haul it into storehouses where 
it must be turned repeatedly and dried ur- 
tificially. Frequently the seed mildews 
and almost invariably ite germinative val- 
ue is lowered.

Jumped Into. Game With Both Feet 


While Europe Was Fighting—More 


* Than Holding Own Against Renewed Competition—Quality Pro- 
duction Secret of Success With Vegetable and Flower Stocks

After the seed has been grown and har- 
vested from the flelds there is still a good 
deal to be done before the product is ready 
for distribution. For this work we have 
the most complete mechanical equipment 
to be found anywhere—tractors, cultivat- 
ing tools, harvesting machinery; cleaning 
machines, electrically driven, all saving la- 
bor and making possible a finished product 
which is very nearly perfect: 

Seed-growers shift their flelds from one 
locality to another so that the acreages in 
various localities, devoted to this produc 
tion, fluctuate considerably. Most of the 
lettuce, radish, parsley and salsify is raised 
around Gilroy, San Juan, San Felipe and 


Hollister, at present, and fully 50 per cent 
of the onion seed. Nearer the coast is the 
belt for sweet and culinary peas. South- 
ward come the flower seed farms around 
Arroyo Grande, Guadalupe and Lompoc. 
Still farther south, along the coast is the 
Lima and Pole bean area, and near Los An- 
geles, tomato and flower seed farms. 


The great River District, now called the 
Delta, near Sacramento and Stockton offers 
an entirely different climate and soil. On- 
ion, leek and carrot seed is extensively pro- 
duced in this section, and the work is usw- 
ally carried out on small areas, by seed- 
farmers growing for the big seed-houses, 
with fixed prices set for certain work.

Shipment of avocados into eastern cen- 
ters continues at a rate of about one car a 
week, mostly of the Fuerte variety, although 
other varieties are now coming into the 
market in quantity.

GOOD DECIDUOUS OUTLOOK 


Deciduous fruit prospects in Southern Cal- 
ifornia seem especially bright. The cold 
winter precluded chance of delayed folia- 
tion and the rains have assured good soil 
moisture conditions. It is expected that 
crops will be normal this year. There are 
of course some orchards throughout South- 
ern California that are not in first-class 
shape because of lack of foliation last year 
and of preper care following the condition. 
These cannot be expected to produce bump 
er crops. Since it does not take many buds 
to produce a full crop of fruit, however, 
there is expected to be a good production 
generally. The condition of walnuts is ap 
proximately the same as that of deciduous 
fruits, with orchards in good condition in 
all districts. 

There will not be any especially large 
plantings of deciduous fruits in Southern 
California this spring. During-the last three 
years there has been an increase of 1400 
acres of walnpts in Riverside county and it 
is expected that many new plantings will be 
made again this year in the various south- 
ern counties. 

While the heavy precipitation during the 
past month was of great value to tree crops 
over all Southern California, it was especial- 
ly beneficial to dry farming. Reports show 
that there will be many thousand additional 
acres planted this year to hay, grain and 
sugar beets. 

While there has been a better feeling in 


the cotton industry during the past six Rohnert, Gilroy; the Braslan

Sheets, for drying the seeds in the field, 
sacks and equipment are supplied by the 
seed-house, which also furnishes the money 
for crop advances. 


Lester Morse, of C. C. Morse, San Francis- 
co, made the suggestion at one of the seed. 
men’s conventions that the term “Seed 
Grower” be used to differentiate between 
the seed companies, such as his own, and 
the “Seed Farmer Grower.” These terms 
will be used hereafter, as it would other- 
wise be rather confusing. 


None of the peas, beans or vine seed, are 
grown by the seed grower himself, but the 
small seeds, such as lettuce, radish, pars- 
ley and onion, are, to a large extent pro 
duced by seed growers, who are farmers 
themselves, operating their own seed farms 
on a large scale. 

Some sweet corn, melon, squash and cu- 
cumber seed is produced, but not in large 
amounts, and only for coast consumption. 
The cost on these is higher than on those 
grown in the Middle West, and production 
on these seeds is not likely to grow to any 
importance in this State. 

Practically no cabbage, cauliflower, or 
broccull seed is grown here, and seed grown 


for mangels or sugar beets is negligible. 


Most of these seeds come from Holland, 
Germany and Russia, although some very 
excellent seed has recently been grown ia 
the Puget Sount district. 

A noteworthy fact, in seed production, is 
that Ventura, Orange and Los Angeles coun- 
ties grow the world’s supply for pole and 
Lima beans. Another interesting fact is, 
that the Haven Seed Company of Santa Ana 
grows almost the entire output of tomato 
seed and pepper seed. 

When it comes to getting statistics on 
this subject a woeful lack of such data “s 
revealed. The best one can do is to quote 
certain authorities, who frankly admit their 
estimates are guesses at best. 


SOME STATISTICS 

In a paper read before the Annual Seed- 
men’s Convention in Chicago, in 1924, Les 
ter Morse gave the following figures, after 
first making it clear that an absolute check 
was impossible. In a normal year, he said, 
California preduced some 10,000 acres of 
small seeds, 6000 acres of garden or cull- 
nary peas, 10,000 acres of pole, dwarf and 
lima beans and 600 to 700 acres of tomato 
seed. In miscellaneous seeds, 1500 to 2000 
acres is planted. 
In reply to a,request for information, 
Fred McNabb, of the Aggeler and Musser 
Seed Company, Los Angeles, secured the 
following estimates from the Braslan Seed 
Company of San Jose: Approximately 3500 
acres planted for onion seed every year, 
California supplying 75 per cent of the seed 
produced for the United States; several 
thousand acres given over to the growing 
of lettuce seed, California producing better 
than 95 per cent of the supply. Carrots, it 
was pointed out, are another heavy item, as 
much as 300 to 400 acres of a single variety 
being planted. Radishes take an extensive 
acreage, with 150 acres given over to a sin- 
gle variety. 

A. J. W. Pieters, of the Germain Seed 
Company, Los Angeles, compiled the fol- 
lowing comparative figures, making the 
check as accurate as possible under the cir- 
cumstances:

Will. Build a Camp in in 
Forest Tract 


VISALIA.—Representatives of the farm 
bureaus of Madera, Fresno, Kings, Tulare 
and Kern counties met recentiy in this city 
to consider the establishment of a perma- 
nent agriculture club camp for southern San 
Joaquin Valley. The University of Califor- 
nia owns 360 acres at an elevation of 6000 
feet in Whitaker Forest directly between 
the General Grant and the Sequoia National 
Forests. This site is available for the 
camp and the delegates voted to raise $1500 
among them this year and begin the work 
soon, 

The camp will be in Tulare county about 
thirty-seven miles from Visalia and forty- 
five miles from Fresno. The old Hyde sa 
mill was in this vicinity from 1870 to 1872, 
arid logging was carried on. There still re- 
main many fine specimens of the Sequoia 
gigantea, and a fine stand of Sequoia sem- 
pervirens, sugar and yellow pine, white fir 
and incense cedar has grown up. No fire 
has swept the area for thirty years. 

The first camp buildings will be a cook 
and store house. ‘Yables will be construct- 
ed_and a garbage pit and latrines estab- 
listed. A water supply will be developed 
and if possible, a swimming pool will be 
made.

June market, as against 2100 leas year, and 
all through the central part of. the State in- 
dications are for quite an increase. 


Under recent date, Jack Eakins, Truck 
Crop Reporter for the Service, released 
an estimate of cantaloupe acreage by va. 
rieties in Imperial Valley. This report 
showed that 31,137 acres had been plant- 
ed up to February 15, with an additional 
15,927 acres still to plant, making a total 
of 47,064 acres as compared with 35,300 
acres in 1926. Imperial Valley observers, 
although not agreeing among themselves 
on estimates, agree that Mr. Eakins’s fig- 
ures are much too high. 


Prospective plantings in Kern county of 
cantaloupes are placed at 750 acres and 
that of watermelons at 1000 acres. 

Indications point to about 1200 acres of 
tomatoes in Imperial Valley compared with 
1000 acres last year. Shipments should 
start rolling about the first week of April. 
In San Diego county, it is reported that 
about the same acreage of tomatoes will 
be planted this year as last. 

The Co-operative Crop Reporting Serv- 
ice reports that there will be a 30 per cent 
larger acreage of spinach for canning in 
California than last year. In Southera 
California, the increase is placed as high 
as 140 per cent. In Central California, 
growing conditions fare excellent and a 
good crop is expected.

Mutual Interest 


ROBLEMS of mutual interest and con- 
cern to Florida and California citrus 
growers were frankly. discussed at a re 
cent meeting of the directors of the Call- 
fornia Fruit Growers’ Exchange at which 
lL. M. Rhodes, State Market Commission- 
.er, and Nathan Mayo, Director of the De- 
partment of Agriculture, of the Southeast- 
ern State, were present as guests. 


“We are frank to state that you in Cal- 
ffornia have done the most to maintain 
and improve standards of quality of citrus 
fruits supplied the markets—a big problem 
confronting California and Florida alike 
as producers of America's citrus fruit,” 
said Mr. Rhodes. Both Florida officials ex- 
pressed the friendly attitude of their State 

toward California, and their desire to co 
Operate with this State’s officials in keep 
ing the citrus industry on a high plane. 

The Floridans were especially interested 
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30 to 385 per cent of the grapefruit, were not 
far wrong.” said Mr. Rhodes. The storm of 
last fall reduced the Florida crop another 
1,500,000 to 2,000,000 boxes, he admitted. Dis- 
cussion of the difficulties that have. at 
times beset the development of the citrus 
industry in California were marked by 
equal candor upon the part of the “HEx- 
change” men. The Florida officials stat- 
ed that they were doing, and would con- 
tinue to do, everything possible to keep 
green fruit and frost-damaged fruit from 
being shipped out of the State. 


By attacking their mutual problems in 
such a spirit, the representatives of the 
industry in the two great citrus producing 
areas are paving the way for a greater 
and more substantial progress in a busi- 
ness that is of tremendous importance to 
each of the two States. Florida and Cal- 
ifornia will gain much and lose nothing at 


all by working together for the betterment 
of an industry in which, thanks to their 
geographical locations and the beneficence 
of nature, they have what practically 
amounts to a joint monopoly.

DOWN-TO-DATE REPORTS FROM TIMES CORRESPONDENTS 


EDLANDS.—The heavy rains which 
came in February have been of decided 
benefit to the orange growers. It is re 

ported that the moisture penetration bas 
reached a depth of from twelve to fifteen 
feet in the cultivated groves. Rainfall here 
means a plentiful fall of snow in the moun- 
tains, which will help fill the big reservoir of 
Bear Valley Lake. Some damage was done. 
The torrents cut gullies through some of the 
groves and washed off the rich top-soil, and 
in some localities trees were uprooted and 
washed out. However, it is the general 
opindon that the citrus losses are much 
more than counteracted by the good the pre- 
cipitation has done. 


SIGN LARGE ACREAGE 

CAMARILLO.—At the opening of the 
spring season, the first in which Garcia & 
Maggini, packers, have conducted business in 
the Camarillo-Somis district, that company 
has signed up 500 acres of lettuce, seventy 
acres of cauliflower and 100 acres of peas. 
H. L. Nielson, agricultural manager of the 
concern, will supervise planting, harvesting 
and field activities throughout the year. 
Shipments of lettuce will be followed by 
those of other crops, including tomatoes, 
beets and turnips for the eastern market. 
Garcia & Maggini are successors to Espinoso 
& Durnil of Camarillo, whose packing-house 
is being utilized by the new firm. 


PERSIMMON TEST PLOTS 


TUSTIN.—Four plots of ten persimmon 
trees each have been set aside for pruning 
experiments onthe McFadden-Walker ranch 
east of this place. A. J. McFadden has 
turped over the forty trees to the State 
Agricultural Extension Service for a period 
of years for the purpose. The plots are in 
one of the very large persimmon plantings 
in California, and the trees are all*of the 
Hachiya variety. Pilot No. 1 wili be pruned 
to the open vase from, with conservative 
long pruning. Plot No. 2 will be pruned to 
the central leader form. No. é will be of 
the open vase type and short-pruned, and 
No. 4 will be the check plot. 


BIG CITRUS SHIPMENTS ~- 

RIVERSIDE.—Because of the recent 
storm, only seventy-six cars of citrus fruit 
were shipped out of Riverside the last week 
in February. Up to March 1, the total ship 
ments for the season were 2301 cars of or- 
anges and fifty-nine cars of lemons, as com- 
pared with 1644 cars of oranges and forty- 
eight of lemons at the same time last year. 


TO OWN PACKING PLANT 


IRVINE.—The fruit grown by the mem- 
bers of the Irvine Valencia Orange Growers 
has been packed by the Frances Citrus As- 
sociation, but at a recent meeting the Irvine 
organization decided to build a packing- 
plant of its own to handle the 1928 crop of 
its members. New officers were elected 
as follows: A. J. McFadden, president: 
Ralph J. Mitchell, vice-president; W. B. 
Hellis, secretary-treasurer; John Wheeler 
and Bob Jeffries, directors. 


OPPOSE FURTHER CHANGE 

BL. CENTRO.—Growers and shippers of 
grapes and cantaloupes in Imperial Vailey 
are to send a representation to Sacramento 
to defend the position of the valley in pro- 
posed changes of the standardization law.

a telegram received here from Assembly- 
man M. D. Witter.

with eggs once more, and that night the 
incubator caught fire from the lamp, the 
eggs were ruined, the incubator damaged 
and the incubator cellar injured. 

When they bad managed to get a few hun- 
dred chicks, in spite of their precautions to 
prevent them from crowding, they found 
eighty-five smothered to death behind a 
door one morning. Later on, thieves stole 
250 laying pullets, but after that they bought 
three police dogs. 

Beginners in the poultry business today 
find much valuable information available for 
them, but the MacLeodds had to learn by bit- 
ter experience and mistakes. For two years 
Mr. MacLeod commuted to Los Angeles, car- 
rying his eggs in a wicker suit case and sell- 
ing them to a cafeteria. In season he car- 
ried broilers which his wife dressed before 
the 7 o'clock morning car left. However, 
they look back on those days with merely 
reminiscent interest today. Gradually they 
have developed their poultry plant until now 
it is equipped to hold 4000 laying hens and 
2200 chicks. And now they “know their 

Six years ago they built a modern 
home. 


For the hens they have five units, all with 
cement floors, automatic drinking fountains 
and electric lights. The houses are 22x60 
feet. The feed system runs through the hen 
houses so that the work is minimized. The 
nests are arranged conveniently for egg 
gathering. Wire netting under the roosts 
permits the droppings to fall to the gypsum- 
covered floor, but keeps the hens from get- 
ting under the roosts. Their battle against 
mites has been successful. The green feed 
is cut in an electric cutter. A small tractor 
plows the land where alfalfa, kale and bar- 
ley are grown for feed.

It is now nearly four years since Mr. 
and Mrs. Schutt bought the land. No house 
was there—nothing. Both liked the climate 
of Yucaina and the outlook from the site 
they chose is very beautiful—mountains in 
the distance to the west and north and east 
and between a level stretch of orchard land 
well above the citrus groves of Redlands. 


There are five acres at Adalorne Place. 
Four and a half has been planteti to cherry 
trees—thrifty young trees which in a year 
or two will be bearing. The other half acre 
is a narrow strip, fronting on the highway 
between Redlands and Beaumont. The 
house ocupies a goodly portion of its width. 
South of house and its trim lawn, runs the 
driveway of gray crushed stone: back of the 
house is a service-yard, all crushed stone. 
Then comes the first of the chicken-houses. 


The east side of the building is given 
over to a garage. the west side is devoted 
to baby chicks. Back of this, enclosed in 
poultry wire are two long parallel runs; 
but nary a chicken is there; instead it looks 
like a kitchen garden, one-half showing a 
fine crop of young beetd, and other lettuce. 
young onions, carrots, parsley, and the like. 
Back farther is the large building where 
the pullets and laying hens are housed 
Close along the north side of the chicken 
houses is a neat driveway of crushed stone 
which runs from the end of the property 
to the service yard behind the house. 

Mrs. Schutt does practically all the work 
herself, Mr. Schutt having another and an 
exacting ocupation. She showed me the lay- 
ing hens first. She opened the padlocked, 
white-painted doors. “Little girls, little 
girls,” she called that her pets might not be 
startled, and the handsome white Leghorns 
looked up with very apparent interest, not 
to say friendliness. 

The Schutt poultry plant is larger, more 
airy than many; the laying room is perhaps 
twenty-five by thirty or thirty-five feet and 
not of the lean-to order. Up to a height of 
perhaps five feet the wall is of canvas; 
above this are windows which swing out- 
ward from a hinge at the top, covered with 
canvas (or cheesecloth) instead of being 
glazed. These are closed now; the space 
where the eaves join the wall is left uncov- 
ered, leaving three or four inches for venti- 
lation. Here the hens spend the winter 
months not going out at all until March 16, 
after which date, the vegetables having 
been pulled from one of the runs, they may 
enjoy what is left of the garden. 

The nesting boxes are interesting. In the 
center of the room is a structure spmething 
like a tall bookcase with shelves on each 
side. Each shelf is a row of nests and is 
on a hinge, 6) that it may be unhooked, 
swung out, inverted, and cleaned complete- 
ly, then restored to its former position. 
Mash is kept before the fowls all the time; 
this also is carefully protected so that it 
may be kept perfectly clean. The drinking 
fountain is interesting.

Exchange Reports Big 
Orange Season 


SANTA ANA.—The report covering the 
business of the Orange County Fruit Ex- 
change for the fiscal year closing October 
31, 1926, shows the largest volume of fruit 
shipped and the greatest money return in 
the history of that organization. The ship 
ments for the period amounted to 2,228,733 
boxes of citrus fruit, for which member as- 
sociations received $8,303.671.22. This does 
not, of course, represent the entire crop, 
for 61,592 boxes of Valencias were shipped 
after November 1, returning $339,075.29, 
which will be figured in the present fiscal 
year’s returns. In 1924, the largest previ- 
ous year from the standpoint of business, 
the exchange shipped 1,955,480 boxes of cit- 
rus fruit and received returns of $6,307,107.- 
65. 


On the basis of 400 boxes to the car, the 
shipments for the fiscal year by the ex- 
change amounted to 4624 carloads of Valen- 
clas, 775 carloads of. lemons, 114 of navels 
and fifty-pine of miscellaneous varieties, in- 
cluding grapefruit. 

The cost of operating the exchange 
amounted to 98-100s of a cent per packed 
box. The average cost for all district ex- 
changes affiliated with the California Fruit 
Growers’ Exchange for expenses amounted 
to 1.38 cents per packed box. The market- 
ing service cost 5.48 cents, and advertis- 
ing cost 4.5 cents per box of oranges and 
7 cents per box of lemons, giving a total cost 
of 12.34 cents per packed box of oranges, and 
of 14.84 cents per packed box of lemons for 
local affiliated associations. 

L. D. Palmer, manager of the Orange 
county exchange, states in the report that 
the Valencia crop last year was the best 
and largest grown in this district for many 
years. The lemons situation was not so 
favorable, and he believes Orange county 
lemon production has reached the satura- 
tion point. Only those growers, says the re- 
port, who can produce large crops of fine 
quality lemons of merchantable size can af- 
ford to stay in the lemon business. How- 
ever, in time, he thinks, enough lemon or- 
chards will be taken out to bring the pro 
duction down to a place where it will not 
exceed normal demand, and then the lemon 
business will be profitable again to the 
growers still in the business. 

Beginning with the new fiscal year,, the

Mr. Palmer says that the early estimates 
of the 1927 crop indicated a crop of Valen- 
cias even larger than that of 1926, but that 
since that time some storm and frost dam- 
age has occurred.

passed range. Grass grew high and cattle 
feeding on it grew fat very rapidly. But 
the overstocking of the range destroyed 
some of it and damaged the rest. Denuded 
of its natural grass covering, much of the 
land washed badly, and erosion became a 
matter of serious concern. It still is. In 
spite of the harmful effects of overgrazing, 
however, Arizona is still one of the princi- 
pal range cattle centers of the United States. 

The yearling steer is the main product of 
the ranges. Fully three-fourths of the Ari- 
zoha range cattle are marketed in Califor- 
nia. The proximity of the Coast markets 
has lowered the cost of selling. The busi- 
ness of fattening cattle is of minor signifi- 
cance here, as compared with the produc- 
tion of stockers and feeders. 

Interest is increasing in sheep and goat 
raising, and there is a growing belief in 
some sections that they may be even bet- 
ter adapted to Arizona conditions than beef 
cattle are. |

WINDBREAK EFFICIENCY 


Packing-house and anemometer records 
testify to the value of windbreaks in ex- 
posed districts. Mr. Perry has had a wind- 
break planting for over thirty years and has 
been thoroughly convinced of their efficien- 
cy. In co-operation with Floyd Young, me- 
teorologist of the Weather Bureau, and the 
Orange County Fruit Exchange, Mr. Perry 
has maintained an anemometer in his grove 
for the past two seasons to check on the 
actual influence of windbreaks. Another in- 
strument was located outside the influence 
of the windbreak for comparison. Mr 
Youne’s report for last year on the two 
automatieally recording instruments shows 
conclusively that the first instrument, in- 
side the windbreak six rows, registered on- 
ly half the wind velocity of the second in- 
strument outside the windbreak a quarter 
of a mile. This year the inside instrument 
has been moved double the distance, or 
thirteen rows, from the windbreak. 
ords will be available later from the Weath- 
er Bureau to show the effect of distance on 
the influence of the windbreak. 


Another measure of windbreak value was 
obtained in the packing-house records of 
Mr. Perry's valencia pack for 1926. The fig- 
ures were obtained in connection with the 
Weather Bureau records. The windbreak 
being on the east side of the orchard, pro 
vided full protection to the east half of the 
grove. The west half was only partially

ANTA ANA.—That more care should 
be given to the planting of the young 
seedlings in setting out new 
break was *one of several points stressed 
at a_meeting for discussion and observa- 
tion of windbreaks conducted recently .by 
the Agricultural Extension Service in Orange 


‘ecounty. The event took the form of a trip 


of inspection participated in by about a 
hundred growers, methods of handling 
young and old windbreaks being studied 
on several places possessing typical plant- 
ings. 

The first stop was made at John Ragan’s 
ranch, Villa Park, where a good combina- 
tion of Eucalyptus and Monterey Cypress 
on the north side and through the middle 
of a grove in a north-south line planting 
was examined. The Eucalyptus had made 
an eighteen to twenty foot growth since 
July, 1924. The Cypress, alternating in 
the same row, had reached an average 
height of seven feet in the same time. The 
trees were planted four feet apart on a 
ridge. Mr. Ragan stated that the only ob 
ject of the ridge was the reduction of the 
gopher menace. He had lost a few trees, 
he said, but had controlled the pests by 
continued trapping. 


Having become a convert to the value of 
windbreaks in his section, Mr. Ragan not 
only planted a row on the north side of 
his grove but also removed a row of 
ten-year-old oranges from the middle of 
his grove, running north and south, in or- 
der to provide protection over the entire 
grove. He told the visitors he values the 
windbreak row more than any single row 
of valencias because it is an insurance 
over many rows. The windbreak is now 
about twenty-four feet from ‘the orange 
trees on elther side. The roots have not 
encroached appreciably in the root zone of 
the orange trees, but in another two or 
three years it will be advisable to start 
periodical root cutting. The frequency of 
root cutting will depend on the rapidity of 
growth. 

CURBING THE ROOTS 


The San Joaquin Fruit Company, which 
has planted the largest and most uniform 
system of windbreaks in Orange County. 
makes a practice of cutting the roots about 
once a year. For this purpose the com- 
pany has a giant cutter, something on the 
order of a subsofler, that cuts to a depth 
of fifty-two inches. The machine is pulled 
by a 120 horsepower tractor. If the cut- 
ting is started when the break is around 
five years old, the roots can be cut once 
down the middie, but on older breaks 
where the lateral roots have been allowed 
to attain considerable size, the cutter will 
have to make two, three, or more trips, 
starting with a shallow cutting and going 
deeper each time. Permanent trenches 
are not considered desirable. In the first 
place, the roots find their way under them 
and finally come up on the opposite side 
Secondly, open trenches are dangerous and 
in the way of orchard operations, it has 
been found. The line of root cutting 
should not be closer than eight or ten 
feet from the windbreak in order to allow 
space for root growth and anchorage, the 
management of this big fruit ranch be 
lieves. 

In this connection, if we expect to re- 
duce the feeding area of the older wind- 
breaks, In order to minimize the competi- 
tion with the orchard trees, it is only rea- 
sonable that the windbreak roots should 
have a supply of moisture and plant food 
close at hand. .Jt naturally senda its roots 
out into the orchard to seek sustenance 
for ite rapid growth. Under restricted con- 
ditions it has been found desirable to irri- 
gate and fertilize the -~windbreak row in the 
same proportion as the orchard rows. 

GOOD ROOTING ESSENTIAL 

The second stop of the windbreak tour, 
made at the Bergen place on Foothill 
Road, featured the handling of young 
windbreaks from the standpoint of devel- 
oping a sturdy, well-balanced tree. 


The most recent heavy wind took a toll 


of many young trees in the more recently 
planted windbreaks of Orange county. An 
investigation made .by the Agricultural 
Extension Service disclosed the fact that 
most of the young trees blown over had 
decidedly cramped root systems. Of course 
the wet ground, caused by heavy rains pre 
vious to the wind, accentuated the trouble, 
but where good lateral and anchor roots 
were developed, the trouble was consider- 
ably less, in faet, negligible. 

_it pays to be careful in selecting the 
seedling. It must not be assumed that by 
planting large seedlings that have prob- 
ably outgrown the nursery plat or individ. 
ual can, one can get qticker results in grow- 
ing a sizable windbreak. Often the large 
seedlings, wnhless they are specially trans- 
planted in deeper plats or larger cans, 
come to the grower with cramped-up roots 
almost tied in a knot.
